ACTRESS SLAIN BY ROBBERS, 


BODY BOUND TO BEDPOSTS 


Louise Lawson Killed After Desperate Strug- 


gle in Fashionable New York Apartment— 
Jewels Worth Thousands Stolen. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Miss 
Louise Lawson, a young motion 
picture actress, formerly of Walnut 
Springs, Tex., was strangled to 
death today after a desperate fight 


with thieves in her fashionable 
apartment on West Seventy-seventh 
street. Gems v ed at several 
thousand dollars were missing. 
Miss Lawson, who was described 
as unusually attractive, had been 
taking minor parts in local film 
com pgnies. 

The actress’ hands had been 
“spread-eagled”’ and tied to. the 
bedposts with a dog leash. Her 
feet were tied with silk stockings. 
The young woman’s Belgian police 
dog was found lashed to a chair in 
another room of her apartment. 

The fine furniture in the room 
was overturned, some of it broken, 
evidences of the girl’s valiant fight 
for life. Several vases, filled with 
cut flowers fresh from the florist, 
stood on the tables and the cas- 
ings of the broad French windows. 
Two photographs of men, one 4 
young army officer, the other a 
New York business man, were 
found on the young woman's dress- 
ing table. The police made an at- 
tempt to communicate with both 
the men. 

The body was discovered by a 
negro maid who went to the apart- 
ment to prepare breakfast for the 
actress. 

The ;body was attired only in a 
nightgown. <A portion of the towel 


about the woman’s head had been 
stuffed into her mouth, and it had 
been fastened to the sides of her 
head with an adhesive tape. . 

The elevator operator told police 
that two men, roughly dressed, 
who told him they were express- 
men, went to Miss Lawson’s apart- 
ment about 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and that they remained in the 
apartment about half an hour. 

Miss Lawson was said to have 
posed for several artists. A large 
portrait, painted after her chest- 
nut hair was bobbed, hangs in the 
hall. 

Miss - Charlotte Wakefield, a 
friend, told police that Miss Law- 
son’s jewels, including a diamond- 
studded platinum wrist watch and 
a diamond tiara, were highly val- 
ued. Several jewel boxes were 
missing. 

Mrs. Mary Hartwell, 75 years old, 
who said she had “mothered” Miss 
Lawson since she came to New 
York, said she was “a sweet girl, 
but her greatest fault was’a crav- 
ing for card parties.”’ 

Miss Lawson had been attending 
a dramatic school, Mrs. Hartwell 
said. She said she was a miember 
of the cast of Griffith’s “Way 
Down East” and other productions 
and had been studying to fit her- 
self for more important parts. 

Miss Lawson had her home in an 
apartment house facing the park 
surrounding the American Museum 
of Natural History, one of Man- 
hattan’s high-priced studio apart- 
ment districts.

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UHINESE SLAYER 
EAEGUTED WITH 
GAS IN NEVADA 


Six Minutes After Fumes 
Are Turned Into Death 
Chamber He Succumbs— 


Acid Vapor Used. 


WALKS TO DOOM 
FIRMLY AND QUIETLY 


Physicians at Window Ob-’ 
serving Execution Notice 
Prisoner’s Head Bob as 
Gas Is Admitted. 


By the Associated Press. 

CARSON CITY, Nev., Feb. 8.— 
Gee Jon, Chinese tong slayer, was 
put to death here this morning in 
the first lethal gas execution in the 
history of the United States. Offi- 
cial physicians had observation 
posts at a window of the stone 
death chamber. They said ¢that 
death ensued within six minutes 
and that it was painless. 

Four minutes after the lethal 
gas had been admitted into the 
chamber Gee Jon was still alive, 
but he did not appear to be suf- 
fering. Physicians expressed the 
opinion that he had lapsed into un- 
consciousness instantly. At the 
end of six minutes physicians ex- 
amining him through the window. 
believed him dead. 

During the execution the witness 
could smell the poisonous gas, but 
it did not appear to bother them. 
After the execution the chemist or- 
dered that 30 minutés elapse before 
the chamiber was emptied of, gas. 
but an hour passed before the phy- 
sicians were permitted to enter. 
While the gas was being pumped 
out its odor permeated the prison. 

“Brace Up,” Says Guard. 

The Chinese was led into the 
death chamber shortly before 10 a. 
m. ewspaper men, acting as offi- 
cial witnesses, grouping themselves 
with physicians, around the win- 
dow of the cell in which the con- 
demhned man was strapped. Gee 
Jon was in the chair when they 
arrived. Guards reported he had 
wept a little as he was placed in 
the chair. The Captain of Guards 
said to him, “Brace up,” and after 
that he displayed no emotion. 

When the gas was turned on he 
raised his head and looked around 
at the hissing sound of the liquid 
hydrocyanic acid being blown in 
from an adjoining compartment of 
the little building. This acid va- 
pored in the temperature of the 
death chamber. 

Then his head fell forward. His 
®xpression remained placid during 
the six minutes he continued to 
breathe. His head rolled back and 
fell forward periodically. 

The official physicians were A. 
Huffaker, E. E. Hamer and Maj. D 
A. Turner of the United States 
Army Medical Reserve Corps. They 
agreed that death ensued within six 
minutes. They withheld further 
comment on lethal gas as a form of 
execution’ pending more complete 
examination of the body. 

Until last night two men had

Seemingly insignificant  trifles, 
observed by 13-year-old George 
Till of 1710 South Broadway, ma- 
terially aided the police in estab- 


lishing the identity of the negro 
chauffeur, who feloniously fled aft- 
er his automobile killed Michael 
Seitz, 5-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Seitz, in front of their 
home, 1708 South Broadway, Mon- 
day night. 

After hearing the Dill boy de- 
scribe in minute detail several 
characteristics about this automo- 
bile, little things which easily 
might have been overloaded 
by a trained observer, Herman 
Young, 29, of 212 Johnson, street, 
today signed a written statement 
that he was the owner and driver 
automobile that killed 


Policemen of tha. Soulard Street 
District, in their effort to catch the 
chauffeur who. had. concealed his 
identity in flight after the. acci- 
dent, had rounded up a half dozen 
suspects. Witnesses had given the 
information that the automobile 
was driven by @ negro. It was an 
old nyodel of a big touring car, they. 
said, and from its type, long since 
discarded, they surmised that it 
was owned by the negro who drove 
it. 

How Auto Was Identified. 

“T’ll know that car if I ever see 
it again,”’ the Dill boy remarked to 
policemen, after he had inspected 
the automobiles of the suspects and 
declared that none resembled the 
ear figured in the accident. He 
was an eyewitness of the accident. 

Young was arrested yesterday, 
after policemen had been informed 
that he was the owner of an old- 
style touring car. He denied that 
he was in the neighborhood of the 
Seitz home when the automobile 


fatality occurred. He asserted he} 


was a careful driver, that he had 
never been in an accident and that 
he would be able to prove an alibi. 

Then the Dill boy was sent for. 
He looked at Young's automobile in 
the police garage and without hesi- 
tation said it was the machine that 
had run over Michael Seitz. 

“How do you know?” policemen 
asked. 

Observed Hole in Curtain. 

“By the hole in that back cur- 
tain,” the boy replied, pointing to 
where a small portion of the cur- 
tain glass had been broken out. 
“By that dent in the gasoline tank 
and by that tire strap hanging from 
the side of the windshield.” 

Young still was denying that it 
was his automobile that was in

Bonfils and the latter's associates 
was made the following September, 
and the money was paid over a& 
month later.

with Leo Stack of Denver to sell 
those claims. Then Sinclair came 
along with his plan to lease the 
reserve, and bought up the claima, 
but not through Stack. The latter 
went to Bonfils to learn if his con- 
tract was worth anything, and 
Bonfils and his partner, H. H. 
Tammen, agreed to help him press 
it, in return for a half Interest in 
whatever they might get out of it. 

They filed a sult against Sinclair 
and he settled it by paying them 
$250,000 and alloting to them 33¢ 
acres of land in reserve, with the 
provision that at the end of 8 
months he could buy the claim for 
$1,000,000, upon his initiative, or 
they could require him to buy it 
for $750,000 if they wished to dis- 
pose of it. The latter clause of the 
contract has never been carried 
out, he said. 

The claims which the various 
companies held, and which Stack 
undertook to sell them, were de- 
scribed by Senator Walsh in the 
Senate several days ago as “cats 
and dogs claims, without the slight- 
est taint of legality.” Sinclair paid 
the Pioneer Oil Co., a subsidiary 
of the Standard of'indiana, which 
had collected them, $1,000, 000 to 
get rid of them.

GENEVA, Feb. 8.—Joseph  C. 
Grew, American Minister to Switz- 
erland, gwho is unofficial observer 
at the sessions of the disarmament) 
commission of the League of Na- 
tions, has stated anew the position 
of cordial sympathy of the United 
States Government for the control 
of the traffic in arms. 

Grew explained at the session 
yesterday fshat the laws of the 
United States were rigorous and 
that America was shipping no arms 
to any extent to South American 
countries. He added, however, that 
the United States objected, among 
oth@r things, to the St. Germaine 
treaty, because this treaty would 
prevent the United States forward- 
ing arms to Latin-American states 
that had not signed the convention. 

The United States, Grew de- 
clared, believed in the value of 
publicity on the whole problem of 
traffic in arms, but could not say 
whether the United States Govern- 
ment would be represented at the 
next conference of the Disarma- 
ment Commission,’ which is to be- 
gin in Paris March 24, with the 
purpose of drafting a convention 
for the control of traffic in arms. 

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, rep-

Says Senator Is Generally 
Recognized as Wet. 


Presidential aspirations of Unit- 
ed States Senator Reed will be op- 
posed by the Anti-Saloon League 
everywhere and particularly in Mis- 
souri, Dr. A. H. Post, superintend- 
ent of the Missouri League, said 
today in making his annual report 
to the Board of Trustees. 

“The league will do everything 
possible to bring about the defeat 
of Senator Reed because of his at- 
titude toward pfohibition,’ Dr. 
Post said. “It is generally recog- 
nized throughopt the entire United 
States thatdfe is a ‘wet.’” 

“The league willmake searching 
inquiry during the campaign as to 
the viewpoint of candidates for 


legislative office on law enforce- 
ment questions, particularly as. re- 
gards the prohibition amendment,” 
he added. 

“Generally speaking the presi- 
dential candidates now in the race, 
excepting, of course, Senator Reed 
and several of the so-called dark 
horses, are acceptable to the Anti- 
Saloon League,” he said. 

The Missouri league collected 
$38,000 during the year which 
closed last month. Most of the 
contributions were from churches 
affiliated with the league. All 
money received, excepting a bal- 
ance of several hundred dollars, 
was expended in payment of sala- 
ries, office expenses and in send- 
ing $115 a week to national head- 
quarters at Westerville, O.

him from official sources: 


A Democratic chaplain, physi- 
cal director was invited to re- 
sign and was replaced by a Re- 
publican, who knew little or 
nothing about religion or sports. 
This man later was ught be- 
fore the Penal Board and ad- 
mitted accepting a watch from 
an inmate, but denied-he knew it 
was stolerm property. 

An employe took grapes from 
the reformatory’s vineyard and 
made wine. This employe de- 
nied any of the wine. was used, 
but others testified 20 gallons 
were drunk before the ‘plant”’ 
was discovered and destroyed. 

The housekeeper said’ inmates 
periodically carried large gunny 
sackfuls of empty whisky bottles 
from officers’) rooms, 

An officer of the institution— 
a Republican, incidentally—said 
20 boy inmates had confessed 
that they were given “dope” and 
then subjectéd to abuses by the 
older inmates. 

Inmates roamed the streets of 
Boonville after dark, insulting 
women and girls and robbing 
stores and residences. 

“Innocent Victifis of System.” 

“These are only a few of the 
things that are wrong at the re- 
formatory,” said Blakey. “I de 
not think they are wrong because 
Harrison and Hyde happen to be 
Republicans.
